outbreak of fire. Sixteen little girls lost their 
lives, five other children were wounded, two 
of them .fatally,ind a score more wore injured. 
Thoro woi-0 700 children ia the buildicj, 300 
gii'la and 200 boys, divided into niuo cloasoa, 
each class in charge ol a Sister. The ma- 
jority of the children wore under 10 years 
of ago. 
When tho fire wa3 discovered, 


Tiieodorc Edolmaa, a carpenter in the build- 
ing, knocked at each claas-room door, told tho 
Sister in charge thit there was a fire, and gave 
directions to havo ths rooms emptied as quietly 
as possiiblo. The children wore informed that 
tho closing hour had arrived, and in tho rooma 
In which it was first known that there waa a fire 
'ho ranks wore formed without excitement. 
While nil this was going on, the fire was rapidly 
gaining headway, and smoke waa pouring out 
through the windows on iho second flloor. The 
cry of "Fire!" was raised and heard by Goo. H. 
Lambert, an oEcor of Hr. Burgh's society, 
who was riding down town on a atreot car.

wagon to aoo if thoir children woro there. 
More ambuliincos drove up to tho station- 
house, aud tho silent crowd examined the 
faces of tha dead. Nono.had as yet had boeo 
recognized. "My child is aafo," said a woman 
as

turned to go .way. 
Just then 


two doctors appeared bearing a little one. 'The 
•woman who had started to go turned and rec- 
ognized her daughter, Minnie L'stor, who was 
dead. The body of tho child was taken into 
tLo waiting-room ot the station. At the back 
of the room thirteen dead children were lying, 
. with white pieces of paper bearing numbers 
• from 1 to 13 pinned on their breaata. They 
ware all about the same size and age. Some of 
them had apparently died through fright, and 
th» expression of fear could bo seon in their 
faces. 


Very often two periona would.recojnize th«ir 


children, and an indescribable scone would fol-' 
low. 
Scenen such as these were common 


throughout the afternoon. Father HospeUn 
temporary director of tho school, said: °1 en- 
deavored to allay the fears of my scholars, but 
to HO purpose. Tho little children rushed on 
madly, making escape from tho building almost 
impossible. Finally tbo banister gave way and 
precipitated about forty down below. It was 
a dreadful scene. Tha doors and entrances 
of tho school .w«re very narrow. It is my 
impression that the children wore not drilled 
as .they are in tho public schools. I would like 
.to call attention to tho bravery of Siater 
Pliilippa, who tried by throats and entreaties 
to make the children form into line. Thon at 
tho risk c? hor life she tried to block tha way, 
but they 'puBhed by hor wiih an irresistible 
force until tho children from the floors above 
reached the eocond Hoor, when tho panic in- 
ortased. Tho'stairway was but throo and on&- 
balf feat wide, and was protected by a board 
banister. 
The immense pressure against 


the flimsy woodwork could not bo endured 
and suddenly the banister gave way and tum- 
bled down .tho narrow hillway, followed by • 
over a hundred children.. Hero waa tho death- 
trip. -Tho children-ware pilodone on top of 
'the other, gome dying and others struggling 
'for life. The children continued to rush down 
from above, and either fall into tho heap or.

My practiced to excavate in' the early 


spring time as many flat turnips as are 
needed and having filled the cavity with 
earth, plant two or three seeds in it, 
selecting the best plant, \vUcn cwo iach- 
esor ttiveei: inches -high, to remain, 
and pulling out iho others; when it is 
time to set them-iri" the garden, place 
the turnip', with its contents undisUirbed/- 
Inlliole deep enough to cover the tur- 
nip-two inches or three inches. Setting- 
out in this way, there is no cutting away 
of Lhe roots and little need of water, as 
tho plaut has not been in the least dis- 
turbed,-especially if inured to tho air 
out of doors fora week or two before be- 
ing set in the garden. I have started 
tomatoes out so: early; that the plants 
were-in blossom several days before be- 
ingset out, not beingat all checked or 
retarded in growth thereby. Cucumbers 
started in the same way f have had in 
bloom, whan set out with the same result. 
After- being put in the ground the tur- 
nip soon-d«cajo, furnishing a little food 
for the plant. If the turnips arc to be 
kept long in the house before setting out. 
it wLll be well to putthem in boxes, Idling 
tho interstices with moss, sand, or earth, 
kept moist, as too long exposure to the 
hot air of a warm place will cause the 
turnips to wilt—the earth in which must 
be kept moist, whether the turnip is in 
or out of a box.

n£ sharpening, and setting stakes, and 
pulling and taking- care of them at the 
end"of the season, I started into growth 
sorne sunflower seeds. To prevent too 
rnucli -shade I cut off the loaves of the 
sunflower as larjabove tho tomato plant 
as is necessary to give it all the air and 
sunlight desirable.

Soiling for Sick Horses. 


The common custom is to turn horses 


out to pasture -when-.they are sick or 
lame, or recovering :from sickness or 
lameness. This is especially true of 
those cases in which the aaimals are suf- 
fering from overdriving. The plan has 
had and still has many advocates, hut 
the more thoughtful veterinarians and 
horse owners now question its utility. 
In the Journal of Comparative Medicine 
is an article in which the ground is taken 
that horses turned but from warm stables 
to rim at large in pastures uot infre- 
queully catch colds,'which sometimes 
aud in serious maladies. They have been 
carefully housed; fed an&groozncd while 
in health,."but;:when ailing-are turned 
into fields- -where they are exposed to 
chilling storms andscorchingsun; to the 
attacks of " insects, 'to accidents, 
and 


sometimes to fatigue from traveling-over 
much ground in order to get enough 
food. 
The results-ol such treatment, 


which might do well enough for a horse 
in good condition, can scarcely be other 
than harmful in many if not in most 
cases where horses are weakened by 
sickness.

By the -soiling.'systcm these evils may 


be avoided, while all the benelits of past- 
uring' may be obtained.'
